Zabriskie,  presided,  and  opened  the  meeting  by  a  reading  from  the 
Bible  and  prayer. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  public  meeting  were  read  by  the  Re- 
cording Secretary,  after  which  the  Treasurer  gave  the  financial 
report  of  the  Association,  which  showed  the  following  balances : 
General  Fund,  $3,788.33;  Manager's  Fund,  $1,126.25;  Permanent 
Investment  Fund,  $5,437.67.  A  motion  was  made  and  carried  that 
this  report  be  accepted  and  printed  in  the  annual  report. 

Letters  were  read  from  Messrs.  West  and  Flint  certifying  the 
correctness  of  the  accounts  of  the  institution. 

A  motion  was  made  and  carried  that  a  vote  of  thanks  be  sent 
to  Messrs.  West  and  Flint  for  their  kindness  in  auditing  the 
accounts. 

Mrs.  Hodgman,  Treasurer,  expressed  appreciation  of  the  gen- 
erous services  of  Mr.  Charles  E.  Perkins  and  Mr.  Edwin  Packard, 
in  examining  our  securities  and  advising  in  reference  to  them.  A 
motion  was  made  and  carried  that  our  gratitude  to  these  advisors 
be  entered  on  the  minutes. 

The  pleasure  that  Mrs.  Bradley  Dunham,  accompanied  by  Mrs. 
Sherrington  Norton,  gave  with  her  delightful  songs,  was  a  greatly 
appreciated  feature  of  the  afternoon. 

The  annual  report  was  read  by  the  Corresponding  Secretary 
and  was  a  most  inspiring  account  of  the  work  of  the  past  year.  On 
motion,  duly  carried,  it  was  accepted  and  ordered  printed  in  the 
annual  report. 

Dr.  Dickinson,  of  the  Sixth  Avenue  Baptist  Church,  then  ad- 
dressed the  meeting  and  was  listened  to  with  deep  interest.  Many 
of  the  Home  children  have  been  influenced  especially  during  the 
past  year  to  come  out  as  Soldiers  of  Christ. 

"At  this  time  of  war,"  Dr.  Dickinson  urged  all  to  "keep  near 
duty"  and  help  in  the  development  of  right  character  by  the  con- 
tinuation, of  the  good  work  of  this  Association  for  the  betterment 
of  little  children. 

Mrs.  Dickinson  then  took  the  chair  and  appointed  Miss  English 
Secretary  pro  tern. 

Miss  Gokey,  Chairman  of  the  Nominating  Committee,  read  the 
following  nominations :

A  motion  was  made  and  carried  that  a  message  of  loving  greet- 
ings be  sent  to  Mrs.  Wm.  H.  Lyon  our  Honorary  President. 

Mrs.  Zabriskie  then  invited  all  to  remain  for  a  social  hour  with 
the  Entertainment  Committee. 

On  motion  the  meeting  adjourned.

"To  desire  and  strive  to  be  of  some  service  to  the  world,  to  aim 
at  doing  something  which  shall  really  increase  the.  happiness  and 
welfare  of  mankind, — this  is  a  choice  which  is  possible  for  all  of  us ; 
and  surely  it  is  a  good  haven  to  sail  for."- — Henry  van  Dyke. 

This  has  been  the  thought  which  has  animated  those  who  have 
been  working  in  this  Association  for  many  years  and  they  are  not 
discouraged  even  when  obliged  to  encounter  obstacles, 

School  No.  1. 

No.  215  Concord  Street. 

Here  a  Loyal  Temperance  Legion  was  organized  last  spring 
and  the  children  were  very  enthusiastic.  In  May  the  pupils  enter- 
tained their  mothers  with  songs  and  recitations,  then  served 
refreshments.  In  June  the  event  of  the  month  was  a  picnic  and  a 
unique  feature  of  it  was  a  hand  organ  hired  for  the  occasion  and 
the  children  had  great  fun  turning  the  crank  while  the  rest  danced, 
Many  were  given  two  weeks  in  the  country  though  many  more  could 
not  be  spared  or  were  unwilling  to  leave  their  families.  Children 
who  have  gone  to  work  return  to  school  if  opportunity  offers — 
illness  or  "slack  work."  The  gratitude  and  friendship  of  these  ex- 
pupils  are  a  great  joy  to  the  teachers  who  have  given  much  work, 
time  and  attention  to  them.  The  older  girls  are  interested  in  the 
care  of  their  own  dining  table,  have  bread  and  butter  plates,  china 
cups  instead  of  agate  ware  and  they  sometimes  decorate  the  table 
with  flowers.  Many  pathetic  stories  are  told  of  suffering  and 
destitution,  but  the  boys  and  girls  are  ambitious  and  strive  hard  to 
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make  the  most  of  their  opportunities,  while  the  kindergarten  is  the 
joy  of  the  whole  school,  teachers,  children  and  committee.  Several 
boys  who  were  sent  to  public  school  were  finally  allowed  to  come 
back  as  the  truant  officer  pled  for  them  and  also  for  a  boy  who  had 
never  been  there  before.  They  are  all  interested  and  never  absent. 
Some  of  the  principals  of  public  schools  say  "We  will  take  all  these 
well  grounded  children  you  will  send  us." 

School  No.   2.    Maxwell   Memorial   School. 

No.  23  Fourth  Street. 

Last  spring  an  interesting  and  instructive  talk  was  given  to 
the  mothers  by  Mrs.  McCall  of  the  Public  Safety  Crusade — what 
to  do  in  case  of  fire — how  to  get  on  and  off  cars — the  dangers  of 
playing  on  or  crossing  the  street' — and  illustrated  with  pictures.  The 
following  week  Miss  Larrabee  gave  a  talk  to  the  boys  and  girls  and 
especially  cautioned  them  not  to  touch  hanging  wires  or  catch  oii 
trolleys.  Another  talk  by  Dr.  Barbour  of  the  People's  University 
Extension  Society  to  the  mothers,  regarding'  food  for  infants  and 
children  proved  interesting  and  beneficial.  The  picnic  in  June  was 
a  great  joy  to  the  mothers  as  well  as  to  the  children,  while  the 
kindergartner  writes  of  the  happiness  of  the  little  ones  in  her  care — 
of  their  wonderful  development.  The  girls  in  the  sewing  class  made 
aprons  for  the  little  cobblers  which  were  put  away  finished  and 
ready  for  use  in  the  fall.  November  was  a  very  full  month  and  Dr. 
Ballard  talked  to  the  mothers  about  the  proper  feeding  of  children 
in  winter.  Christmas  is  always,  in  all  the  schools,  a  joyous  time 
and  every  child  is  bountifully  provided  with  gifts  useful  and  pretty. 
The  committee  assist  the  teachers  in  all  their  efforts  for  children 
and  mothers — and  this  is  true  of  every  school.  The  cobbling  is 
excellent  and  needful  while  the  new  shoes  are  the  boon  they  are 
everywhere. 

School  No.  4. 

No.  124  Eighteenth  Street. 

Here  the  cooking  class  is  quite  a  feature,  and  the  girls  are 
learning  quickly  and  well.  One  mother  says  she  does  not  know 
what  she  would  do  if  her  little  girl  had  not  learned,  for  she  cooks 
all  the  meals  while  the  mother  goes  out  to  work.  The  sewing,  too, 
is  excellent.  The  cobbling  goes  on  successfully — many  pairs  of 
shoes  are  mended  and  made  to  do  good  service.  The  children  have 
gardens — and  grow  flowers  and  vegetables.  Last  April  Mrs.  T.  L. 
Leeming  gave  a  delightful  concert  to  the  Mothers'  Club  and  though 
the  rain  came  down  in  torrents  there  were  about  a  hundred  mothers 
and  friends  present.  One  little  girl  in  this  school  was  heard  to  say 
to  a  little  friend  who  was  very  thin,  "Say,  if  you  want  to  get  fat 


you  had  better  come  to  our  school,  they'll  make  you  fat  before  you 
know  it."  The  hot  dinners,  are  very  much  appreciated  in  all  the 
schools  by  children  and  their  parents  alike.  The  Fresh  Air  outings 
were  much  enjoyed  by  many  of  the  children  and  the  picnic  is  always 
a  day  of  delight.  A  spirit  of  helpfulness  prevails — the  older  boys 
and  girls  always  care  for  the  little-  ones — never  crowd  or  push 
ahead  of  them.  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  are  always  joyous 
times,  and  generous  help  was  sent  abroad  early  in  December  to  the 
Red  Cross  Society.  The  City  History  Club  is  doing  excellent  work, 
sorry  to  lose  Mrs.  Spaulding  but  happy  with  the  new  teacher.  The 
Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  gave  a  lecture  here  on  "Safety  First"  and 
offered  a  prize  of  ten  dollars  for  the  best  composition  on  the  sub- 
ject. One  of  the  boys  won  it  and  teachers  and  scholars  share  in 
his  delight  and  pride. 

School  No.  6. 

No.  101   Steuben  Street. 

The  good  which  is  being  done  here  is,  as  elsewhere,  very  much 
appreciated.  In  the  fall  all  the  teachers  and  matrons  find,  tnat  me 
children  need  filling  up  with  good  food  before  they  can  really  do 
much  work.  The  girls  in  the  oldest  class  have  been  invited  to  join 
the  Little  Mothers'  League,  in  connection  with  the  Board  of  Health 
and  many  have  signed  membership  cards.  They  are  instructed  in 
the  care  of  little  ones.  Thirty  of  the  children  went  Jo  the  country, 
and  seventy  enjoyed  a  day  at  Coney  Island  in  June.  The  City 
History  Club,  cobbling  and  sewing  classes  are  all  treats,  and  cer- 
tainly the  sewing  and  cobbling  are  a  material  help.  Poverty  was 
never  more  apparent  than  this  winter  and  the  new  and  the  old  shoes, 
too,  never  more  appreciated.  Dr.  Kent  commended  the  school, 
saying  it  was  always  clean  and  well  ventilated  consequently  the 
little  ones  are  in  good  condition  and  the  school  the  healthiest  in 
the  district.  In  two  adjoining  houses  in  a  neighboring  street  live 
about  twenty  of  our  children,  but  no  matter  what  day  or  hour 
one  passes  these  houses  none  are  to  be  seen.  Recently  our  teachers 
learned  the  reason:  "Every  one  is  busy  making  buckles  and  sew- 
ing on  pants."  Each  individual  principal  mourns  the  loss  of  her 
brightest  pupils  who  must  go  to  public  school  for  the  more  ad- 
vanced work. 

School  No.  7. 

No.  1888  Atlantic  Avenue. 

The  destitution. among  the  colored  people  has  been  very  great, 
and  the  children  who  have  attended  No.  7  have  enjoyed  the  dinners 
as  much  as  any  one  could.  The  shoes  and  clothes — the  cobbling 
and  sewing — practical  help — have  all  been  gratefully  received.  Their 
City  History  Club  work  was  especially  praised,  four  receiving  cer- 
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tificates  and  three  class  pins.  The  doctor  from  the  Board  of  Health 
found  the  pupils  in  good  condition  in  September,  many  of  them 
making  desperate  efforts  to  be  clean.  An  interesting  lesson  has 
been  to  learn  to  tell  time.  The  children  who  had  been  best  were 
allowed  last  October  to  entertain  their  mothers.  Thanksgiving  and 
Christmas  are  gala  days  here  as  in  all  the  schools,  the  latter  being 
especially  enjoyed  with  the  beautiful  decorations  brought  them  by 
one  of  the  managers,  and  then  the  dinner  of  chicken !  The  story 
of  the  Christ-child  told  by  Miss  Verfenstein  interested  them  in- 
tensely. Good  school  work  is  done,  and  many  little  ones  are  really 
trying  to  learn.  Washington's  and  Lincoln's  birthdays  were  cele- 
brated as  in  all  the  schools  and  the  greatest  interest  shown  in  the 
latter,  one  little  fellow  saying,  "If  it  had  not  been  for  Lincoln  we 
would  all  be  slaves."  The  gardens  are  a  great  pleasure  to  these, 
little  ones. 

HOME  SCHOOL 

Our  Home  school  having  been  taken  over  by  the  Board  of 
Education,  and  now  known  as  Annex  to  Public  School  No.  9,  is 
no  longer  under  our  supervision.  Dr.  _  Rainey  has  been  most 
courteous,  kind  and  considerate  and  evinces  a  great  interest  in  our 
children  who  have  under  him  and  his  teachers  done  wonderfully 
well — many  have  had  their  names  published  in  the  Honor  Roll 
in  the  Daily  Eagle.  A  few  of  the  older  children  attend  classes  in 
the  building  next  door. 

The  Nursery. 

The  Nursery  has  been  fortunate  this  year  in  having  been  free 
most  of  the  time  from  contagious  diseases.  The  bright  attractive 
Kindergarten  room  is  one  of  our  latest  acquisitions.  This  room  is 
in  the  care  of  the  new  teacher,  and  the  "littlest  ones"  are  very 
envious  of  those  who  are  big  enough  to  have  the  fun  of  being  in 
that  lovely  Kindergarten. 

On  account  of  ill  health  our  dear  Miss  Mears  has  resigned. 
In  December  she  completed  her  25  years  of  faithful  and  devoted 
service  with  our  babies  in  the  Home.  It  will  be  hard  to  fill  her 
place.

Hospital  Report. 

Hospitals  are  generally  gloomy  places,  but  ours  at  the  "Home" 
is  not.  The  beds  have  all  been  painted  white,  and  the  eighteen 
little  chairs,  given  by  Mrs.  Dean  and  the  Managers  add  much  to  the 
appearance  of  the  room  as  well  as  to  the  comfort  of  the  little  ones. 
White  paint  has  wonderfully  improved  the  isolated  room.  During 
the  year  Miss  Pearn  has  given  19,458  treatments.     The  inspectors 
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require  a  special  chart  for  each  child  when  ill,  and  at  the  end  of 
the  month  they  should  be  placed  in  the  office  for  inspection. 

The  tree  at  Christmas  was  enjoyed  as  usual.  Some  of  the 
Hospital  committee  have  given  a  little  money  and  Miss  Pearn  has 
spent  it  wisely.  Our  physicians  still  are  interested,  and  each  one 
has  been  very  active  and  attentive.  Dr.  Durham  has  performed 
57  operations  on  the  throats,  tonsils  and  adenoids,  and  all  have  had 
a  good  recovery;  we  have  had  111  operative  cases.  Dr.  Wood 
after  an  examination,  decided  to  put  glasses  on  many  of  the  chil- 
dren. The  long-needed  dental  chair  has  been  secured,  and  once  a 
week  Dr.  Gavin  comes  in  to  attend  to  the  children's  teeth.  We 
have  had  a  few  cases  of  chicken  pox,  one  of  diphtheria,  a  fractured 
arm  and  a  few  other  ailments — only  one  death,  a  little  boy  12 
years  old.

Garments 
made  in  sewing  room,  2,553.  Buttons  sewed  on  new  work,  1,114, 
and  725  buttonholes  made.  Thirty  girls'  hats  have  been  trimmed. 
Friends  Employment  Society,  New  York,  have  made  850  garments. 
St.  Ann's-on-the-Heights,  141.  Central  Congregational  Church,  24 
garments.  Clinton  Avenue  Church,  61  garments.  Sixth  Avenue 
Baptist  Church,  12  garments. 

Our  special  thanks  are  due  to  Westcott  Express  Company  for 
carting  work  free  of  charge.

Girls'  Saturday  Sewing  Circle. 

The  girls  have  hemmed  on  sewing  machine  250  towels  and 
made  20  doll  dresses,  1  kimono  apron  and  1  nursery  apron.  Some 
girls  have  made  dresses  for  their  own  use.  The  class  has  also 
sewed  3,816  buttons  on  new  work  and  made  935  buttonholes. 

Home  Sewing. 

Sheets,  pillow  cases,  towels,  etc.,  made  in  sewing  room,  3,671. 
Trousers  and  coats  mended,  2,753.  Blankets,  spreads,  etc.,  733. 
General  mending  of  other  garments,  23,558.  Buttonholes  made  by 
committee  and  friends,  2,195. 

From  the  Chairman  of  the  Industrial  Educational  Committee 
for  Boys  we  quote :  "During  the  past  year  the  carpentry  work  has 
made  steady  progress.  The  boys  in  the  classes  have  had  great 
interest  and  pleasure  in  their  shop  work  and  show  increased  skill 
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in  handling  the  tools.  Some  of  their  work  shown  at  the  Utica 
Convention  was  very  favorably  commented  upon.  Beside  making 
many  and  various  articles,  the  boys  have  assisted  in  numerous 
practical  repairs  about  the  house. 

The  cobbling  classes  have  been  somewhat  curtailed  because 
the  children  are  on  full  time  in  school,  a  change  which  we  think 
is  most  beneficial. 

Notwithstanding  the  shorter  hours  the  boys  have  repaired  5,216 
pairs  of  shoes  at  the  Home  during  the  year  and  1,733  pairs  at  the 
outside  schools.  The  itemized  figures  for  the  outside  schools  are : 
No.  1,  290^  pairs;  No.  2,  380  pairs;  No.  4,  224J4  pairs;  No.  6, 
461^  pairs;  No.  7,  376y2  pairs. 

In  both  carpentry  and  cobbling  shops  the  active  little  workers 
with  bright  happy  faces  bespeak  a  kindly  sympathy  and  friendship 
between  the  youngsters  and  their  instructors,  Mr.  Kruger  and  Mr. 
Hagetter. 

We  have  engaged  the  services  of  Mr.  Charles  G.  Proffitt,  of 
Columbia  College,  as  playground  teacher  for  the  boys.  He  devotes 
every  afternoon  to  playing  games,  walking  and  talking  with  them. 
He  expects  to  take  them  to  visit  the  museums  and  other  places  of 
interest.  We  feel  that  personality  and  leadership  will  be  of  great 
benefit,  especially  to  the  older  boys.  We  have  also  been  fortunate 
iii  securing  gardens  for  some  of  the  children  to  work  in  during 
the  spring  and  summer  months.  At  the  close  of  school  in  July  we 
will  largely  increase  the  number  of  little  gardeners.  Altogether 
the  year  has  brought  advances  both  in  work  and  play  for  our 
children.  The  public  school  system  with  its  new  teachers  and 
improved  methods  have  given  fresh  interest  to  their  studies  and  the 
playground  teacher  and  the  library  have  added  zest  to  the  hours 
of  recreation.

The  Industrial  Educational  Committee  for  Girls  has  not  been 
able  to  continue  the  cooking  lessons  this  year  owing  to  the  changes 
necessitated  in  the  taking  over  the  school  by  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, but  they  hope  to  arrange  lessons  for  another  year. 

The  outside  schools  have  been  visited  and  the  reports  are 
satisfactory  as  the  appearance  and  behavior  of  the  children  is  all 
that  could  be  desired  and  the  interest  shown  by  matrons  and  teachers 
is  wonderful.  It  is  a  question  how  these  poor  children  can  do  so 
well  when  so  many  are  underfed  and  perhaps  the  best  and  only  meal 
they  have  during  the  day  is  given  in  our  schools.  Surely  these 
schools  are  a  blessing  to  our  city.

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The  City  History  Club. 

The  Maxwell  City  History  Club  at  School  No.  2,  the  Ellen 
Gaylord  Lyon  Club  at  School  No.  4  and  the  Colonial  Daughters  of 
the  Seventeenth  Century  Club  at  School  No.  6  have  been  carried 
on  most  successfully  during  the  past  year  under  the  tuition  of  Miss 
Bernays  of  Manhattan.  District  meetings  combining  the  pupils  of 
all  the  clubs  have  been  held  in  two  of  the  schools  during  the  past 
year,  at  which  special  entertainment  was  provided  for  the  children. 
Stereopticon  views  of  old  New  York  and  its  vicinity  gave  the 
children  much  additional  enjoyment  as  well  as  instruction  in  City 
History.  This  is  the  fourth  year  that  the  club  at  No.  6  has  been 
supported  by  the  Society  of  Colonial  Daughters  of  the  Seventeenth 
Century.

The  Examining  Committee  for  Schools  has  brought  joy  to  the 
hearts  of  teachers  and  scholars  in  the  outside  schools  when  they 
have  made  their  examinations,  for  there  is  a  friendly  rivalry  be- 
tween them.  They  are  so  nearly  on  a  par  that  it  is  hard  to  rank 
them,  but  No.  2  wrested  the  first  place  from  No.  6  though  on  a  very 
small  percentage. 

Our  Detention  room  has  been  moved  to  the  third  floor  in  the 
wing  with  the  Hospital  though  not  connected  with  it.  The  same 
careful  thought  is  given  to  it  as  always,  but  the  improvements  con- 
templated are  not  yet  completed  there. 

The  Entertainment  Committee  has  proved  itself  willing  and 
efficient,  taking  charge  of  our  functions  as  they  came. 

The  meetings  have  been  held  regularly,  sometimes  the  Executive 
Committee  has  met  three  and  even  more  times  a  month  whenever 
it  was  necessary  to  transact  business. 

The  year  that  has  just  closed  has  been  fraught  with  problems, 
anxieties  and  perplexities.  When  this  Home  was  built  it  was  on 
the  outskirts  of  the  city,  in  the  country,  but  the  city  has  crowded  up 
to  our  very  doors — and  gone  miles  beyond  us.  Who,  even  among 
the  wisest  dreamed  60  years  ago  of  the  growth  of  Brooklyn  in 
area  and  population !  We  are  quite  conscious  of  the  advantages  of 
the  "cottage  system"  and  "freedom  of  the  country" — but  we  are  an 
institution,  and  mean  to  be  a  model  one. 

Our  problems  have  been  great,  and  we  were  very  much  ham- 
pered through  the  first  months  of  them,  by  the  absence  from  the 
city  of  many  members  of  the  Board  whose  advice  and  counsel  we 
needed.  Our  president  and  the  few  managers  who  were  at  home 
struggled  bravely  with  the  questions  through  the  summer,  making 
all  the  plans  and  changes  they  could — but  in  the  fall  with  our  full- 
force  at  work  the  best  ways  and  means  were  discussed  and  im- 
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provements  have  been  going  forward  as  fast  as  circumstances 
would  permit.  Our  new  bathroom  is  completed  and  all  the  plumb- 
ing in  the  house  renovated — new  connections  made  in  Park  Place. 
The  children's  dining  room  painted,  furnished  with  smaller  tables, 
crockery  and  silverware  for  those  who  are  old  enough  to  use  it, 
and  napkins  for  all,  it  is  a  comfort  to  the  managers  at  least. 

The  dormitories  have  many  new  mattresses  and  springs,  fresh 
paint,  and  through  Mrs.  Chase  and  Mrs.  Mellen  and  other  members 
of  the  Board,  friends  have  contributed  50  army  blankets,  all  of 
which  adds  to  the  comfort  of  the  little  ones  in  the  Home. 

The  long-talked-of  Dental  Clinic  has  been  established;  there 
are  no  more  uniforms,  the  girls  have  their  individual  frocks  and 
the  boys  their  suits — and  every  child  has  a  locker  of  the  best  type 
in  which  to  keep  treasures,  thus  giving  a  feeling  of  ownership. 
Then  the  library!  The  beautiful  sunny  room  with  its  attractive 
books  in  good  cases,  chairs,  pictures,  tables  and  a  librarian  to 
attend  to  their  wants — friends  to  come  in  and  tell  them  stories. 
The  increasing  number  of  children  who  take  out  books  or  who  use 
those  which  may  not  be  taken  from  the  room  all  attest  its  value 
and  the  pleasure  it  gives.  The  committee  has  worked  hard  but 
must  feel  rewarded.  One  thousand  one  hundred  and  eighty-four 
books  were  taken  out  in  February  and  1,372  in  March. 

Much  has  been  done,  yet  there  remains  much  more,  for  we 
realize  that  these  are  the  creature  comforts  and  necessities,  but 
teachers,  employees,  managers  all  are  making  their  impress  on  these 
little  ones  and  we  ardently  desire  to  fit  them  to  live  their  lives 
better  and  with  m6re  efficiency  than  they  could  have  done  without 
the  Home  and  its  homey  influences. 

"The  j  sands  that  count  the  years  are  low  within  the  upper  glass, 
They  slip  away,  these  little  years,  so  swiftly  do  they  pass: 
They  take  the  song,  mayhap,  but  leave  the  echoes  sweet  that  hum. 
The  year,  'tis  true,  is  gone,  but  there's  another  year  to  come."

When  the  disciples  came  unto  Jesus  asking,  "Who  is  the  great- 
est in  the  kingdom  of  heaven  ?"  our  Saviour  called  a  little  child  and 
set  him  in  the  midst  of  them  and  said,  "Whoso  shall  receive  one 
such  little  child  in  my  name,  receiveth  me'."  We  have  gathered  in 
this  home  little  ones  whom  we  are  striving  to  help.  They  are  the 
poor,  the  homeless,  the  children  of  hard-working  mothers,  or  sickly 
fathers,  the  children  who  are  drifting  about  the  streets,  with  no  one 
to  care  for  them.  We  want  to  help  them  live  better  lives.  We  want 
to  save  them  from  the  sin  and  degradation  and  the  coarseness  of 
low  companionship  into  which  they  must  inevitably  fall,  unless  they 
can  be  taken  from  the  streets  and  led  into  a  higher  and  better  life. 
This  is  the  aim  and  object  of  our  work. 
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The  children  of  the  home  do  earnestly  thank  those  friends  who 
have  in  any  way  ministered  to  their  pleasure  during  the  year.  At 
no  season  are  the  children  forgotten.  Invitations  to  picnics  and 
various  outings  are  given  to  the  children  in  summer.  All  through 
the  winter  the  churches  and  Sabbath  school  friends  have  been 
extremely  successful  in  their  efforts  to  make  the  children  happy. 
To  all  who  have  in  any  way  helped  we  extend  full  acknowledgment 
and  most  hearty  thanks.   • 

Parents'  day  is  a  very  important  visiting  day  at  the  home,  and 
is  always  encouraged  as  it  tends  to  strengthen  family  ties.  Even 
those  who  never  have  a  caller  are  excited  over  the  event  and  think 
this  day  will  bring  some  friend  to  see  them.  The  children  are  very 
thoughtful  of  each  other,  and  often  bring  the  less  fortunate  ones 
to  see  their  friends  and  make  them  welcome  to  a  share  of  the  con- 
tents of  the  bundles  of  fruit,  crackers,  toys  and  games  which  mother 
has  brought.     Real  joy  comes  from  helping  others. 

After  supper  the  children  assemble  in  the  chapel  to  hold  their 
service  of  prayer;  some  are  counseled  with,  some  prayed  with,  and 
a  helpful  word  given  to  each  one.  Just  a  word  or  tender  smile,  as 
we  go  daily  on  our  way  has  its  effect ;  the  tongue  of  kindness  is  full 
of  love,  pity  and  comfort,  and  a  precious  balm  to  the  longing  heart 
of  a  little  child  and  yet  how  little  it  costs  if  we  only  give  it  a  thought. 

We  are  frequently  asked  what  has  become  of  our  former  wards  ? 
We  reply  that  some  have  become  ministers,  others  stenographers, 
physicians,  typewriters,  demonstrators,  clerks,  etc.  Four  of  our 
boys  have  enlisted  in  the  United  States  army  and  navy.  The  girls 
have  become  dressmakers,  nurses,  saleswomen  and  clerks.  Some 
write  us  they  are  happily  married.  Thus  we  are  assured  that  our 
work  has  not  been  done  in  vain. 

During  the  summer  on  Sabbaths  a  pleasant  and  profitable  after- 
noon is  spent  with  the  children  in  religious  services  conducted  by 
Miss  Brainard,  Mr.  Stafford  and  Mr.  Tate. 

Plans  have  been  completed  for. summer  classes  in  domestic 
science,  millinery  and  sewing.  Our  children  are  also  to  be  afforded 
the  privileges  of  gardening  which  will  be  profitable,  thoroughly  en- 
joyable and  interesting,  bringing  them  in  close  touch  with  nature. 

Numerous  outings  have  been  given  to  both  girls  and  boys. 
Automobile  rides,  trips  to  Coney  Island,  daily  visits  to  the  park, 
outings  to  Staten  Island,  where  the  boys  spent  some  happy  days  m 
their  baseball  games  and  other  sports. 

Rare  treats  were  given  to  the  children  by  friends,  and  with  a 
visit  from  generous  Santa  Claus  every  child  was  very  happy  at 
Christmas  time. 

Easter  time  a  club  of  "Sunshine"  workers  sent  to  each  child 
in  the  home  a  basket  of  Easter  eggs  and  dainties,  the  money  with 
which  to  purchase  same  having  been  earned  by  the  members. 
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We  have  formed  a  Boy  Scout  organization,  which  seeks  to 
cultivate  in  the  boys  loyalty,  patriotism,  courtesy,  kindness,  useful- 
ness, cheerfulness,  thrift,  obedience  and  honor,  giving  them  some- 
thing to  do,  something  to  think  about  and  something  to  enjoy,  with 
a  view  of  building  up  their  characters  for  a  better  manhood.  The 
Scout  movement  teaches  them  to  be  self-reliant,  courageous  and 
manly,  clean  in  body  and  thought,  to  do  duty  to  God  and  country, 
to  be  loyal  to  all  to  whom  loyalty  is  due,  and  to  give  first  aid  to 
the  injured  or  suffering  ones. 

We  are  also  organizing  a  Big  Sister  movement,  which  is  built 
upon  the  same  order  and  system  as  the  Boy  Scouts,  putting  into 
the  daily  lives  of  the  girls  the  practice  of  the  principles  of  this  move- 
ment, preparing  them  to  give  assistance  when  and  where  needed, 
and  do  at  least  one  good  turn  to  somebody  every  day,  to  be  generous 
to  those  in  need  and  helpful  to  all  worthy  objects,  so  preparing 
them  for  lives  of  purity  and  usefulness. 

Not  the  least  on  our  record  is  the  organizing  of  an  Alumni 
Association  of  the  girls  and  boys  who  have  graduated  from  our 
home.  This  is  a  pleasant  and  delightsome  task,  for  it  renews  old 
acquaintances  and  keeps  us  in  close  touch  with  those  who  spent 
their  childhood  with  us  and  have  passed  out  from  under  our  care 
to  take  their  stand  in  the  world. 

As  we  look  back  over  the  trials  and  happenings  of  the  past 
year,  the  thought  comes  to  us,  they  may  have  been  just  what  we 
needed;  so  let  us  all  do  our  work  bravely,  let  us  cheerfully  and 
courageously  bear  all  our  trials,  for  faithfulness  will  gather  its  gar- 
lands and  wave  its  scepter.  The  good  deeds  we  do  and  the  kind 
words  we  speak  seem  to  float  out  upon  the  air  and  we  count  them 
as  lost,  but  as  they  travel  on  down  through  the  coming  years  their 
fruit  appears,  and  often  it  wipes  away  a  tear.  The  hand  that  is 
proffered  in  kindness  is  the  same  hand  that  reaches  out  to  take  a 
crown.  Thus  we  are  trying  to  do  our  share  of  the  world's  work, 
asking  God's  blessing  upon  it,  so  that  we  may  lead  the  sorrowing, 
blinded  children  to  the  light,  and  lift  the  heavy  shadows  from  their 
sight.

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AN     ACT     TO     INCORPORATE     THE     BROOKLYN     INDUSTRIAL 

SCHOOL   ASSOCIATION,    AND    HOME    FOR 

DESTITUTE   CHILDREN. 

Passed  April  15,  1857. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  Represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly, 
Do  Enact  as  Follows : 

Section  1.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  the  Association 
heretofore  known  as  "The  Brooklyn  Industrial  School  Association,"  may 
take  and  shall  be  known  by  the  name  of  "The  Brooklyn  Industrial  School 
Association  and  Home  for  Destitute  Children,"  and  shall  continue  to  enjoy 
all  the  rights,  and  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  obligations  of  said  Association, 
as  fully  as  though  the  name  thereof  had  not  been  changed. 

Sec.  2.  Elizabeth  L.  Howe,  Susan  C.  Smith,  Anna  L.  Clapp,  Elizabeth 
W.  Shipman,  Susan  M.  Smalley,  Eliza  Sharpe,  Susan  F.  Hough,  Martha  B. 
Cutting,  and  Mary  P.  Hals,  and  all  such  persons  as  are  now  members  of 
the  association  called  "The  Brooklyn  Industrial  School  Association,"  and 
who  shall  become  members  of  the  corporation  hereby  created,  shall  be,  and 
are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate,  by  the, name  of  "The  Brooklyn 
Industrial  School  Association  and  Home  for  Destitute  Children,"  whose 
object  and  business  shall  be  to  establish  and  support  industrial  schools,  and 
to  establish  and  maintain  a  home  for  destitute  children  in  the  City  of 
Brooklyn. 

Sec.  3.  The  affairs  of  the  corporation  shall  be  conducted  by  a  board 
of  female  managers,  consisting  of  nine,  to  be  chosen  from  the  different  re- 
ligious denominations  in  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  who  shall  manage  the  business 
of  the  corporation  in  a  manner  prescribed  by  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws 
of  "The  Brooklyn  Industrial  School  Association,"  as  the  same  now  exists, 
or  as  the  same  shall  be  adopted  or  altered  by  the  corporate  body  hereby 
constituted,  but  the  same  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  this  State ; 
and  such  managers  shall  be  elected  annually  or  otherwise,  as  is,  or  may  be, 
prescribed  by  such  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

Sec.  4.  Said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  purchase  and  hold  real 
estate  sufficient  for  the  actual  occupation  and  necessary  uses  of  the  corpora- 
tion, and  receive,  by  gift  or  devise,  in  the  same  manner,  and  subject  to  the 
same  restrictions  as  provided  in  the  general  law  for  the  incorporation  of 
benevolent  and  charitable  associations,  and  to  hold  and  convey  such  real 
estate;  and  shall  be  deemed  to  be  possessed  of  the  rights,  and  be  subject  to 
the  liabilities  of  corporations  according  to  the  provisions  of  title  third, 
chapter  eighteenth,  part  first  of  the  revised  statutes,  so  far  as  the  same  may 
be  applicable,  provided,  however,  that  the  annual  income  of  any  real  estate 
belonging  to  the  said  corporation  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  ten  thou- 
sand dollars. 

Sec.  5.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  appoint  matrons 
and  such  other  assistants  as  they  may  deem  necessary  in  conducting  the 
domestic  and  internal  concerns  of  their  Industrial  Schools  and  Home  for 
Destitute  Children;  to  make  any  By-Laws  and  Regulations,  for  the  govern- 
ment of  their  own  proceedings ;  and  those  of  the  persons  so  appointed  and  of 
other  inmates  of  their  houses;  to  govern  the  children  under  their  care;  and 
prescribe  their  course  of  instruction  and  management,  to  the  same  extent, 
and  with  the  same  rights  as  exist  in  the  case  of  natural  guardians. 
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Sec.  6.  In  all  cases  where  a  child  shall  have  been  surrendered  by  its 
natural,  or  other  legal  guardian,  to  the  care  and  management  of  this  Associa- 
tion, by  any  instrument,  or  declaration  in  writing,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
said  Board  of  Managers,  at  their  discretion,  to  place  such  child  by  adoption, 
or  at  service  in  some  suitable  employment,  and  with  some  proper  person  or 
persons,  conformable  to  the  laws  of  this  State,  in  regard  to  the  binding  out 
of  indigent  children,  provided,  that  in  all  such  cases  the  terms  of  the  in- 
denture shall  be  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn  or  the 
Surrogate  of  the  County  of  Kings,  which  approval  shall  be  signified  on  such 
indenture  by  the  signature  of  such  Mayor  or  Surrogate ;  but  in  every  case 
the  requisite  provisions  shall  be  inserted  in  the  indenture  or  contract  of 
binding,  to  secure  the  child  so  bound,  such  treatment,  education  or  instruc- 
tion as  shall  be  suitable  and  useful  to  its  situation  and  circumstances  in  life. 

Sec.  7.  In  case  of  death  or  legal  incapacity  of  a  father,  or  of  his  impris- 
onment for  crime,  or  of  his  abandoning  and  neglecting  to  provide  for  his 
family,  the  mother  shall  be  deemed  the  legal  guardian  of  her  children,  for 
the  purpose  of  making  such  surrender  as  aforesaid ;  and  if  in  any  such  case 
the  mother  be  also  dead,  or  legally  incapable  of  acting,  or  imprisoned  for 
crime,  or  shall  have  abandoned,  or  neglected  to  provide  for  her  child  or 
children,  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  or  the  Surrogate  of  the 
County  of  Kings,  shall  be  by  virtue  of  his  office,  the  legal  guardian  for  the 
like  purpose ;  and  so  in  all  cases  when  it  cannot,  by  diligent  enquiry,  be 
ascertained  that  there  is  within  this  State,  any  parent  or  other  person  legally 
authorized  to  act  in  the  premises,  said  Mayor  or  Surrogate  shall  be,  ex- 
officio,  such  guardian  for  the  same  purpose,  and  in  either  case,  whether  such 
surrender  be  made  by  the  mother,  or  by  the  Mayor  or  Surrogate  aforesaid, 
and  whether  before  or  after  admission  into  said  home,  it  shall  be  deemed  a 
legal  surrender  for  the  purposes,  and  within  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of 
the  sixth  section  of  this  act,  but  no  surrender  by  a  mother,  as  provided  in 
this  section,  shall  be  valid  without  the  consent  of  the  Mayor  or  Surrogate 
aforesaid. 

Sec.  8.  If  any  party  to  whom  the  said  Association  shall  have  entrusted 
a  child  shall  be  guilty  of  any  cruelty,  misusage,  refusal  or  neglect  t<  furnish 
necessary  provisions  or  clothing,  or  any  other  violation  of  the  <rerms  of 
indenture  or  contract  towards  any  such  child  so  indentured,  such  child  may 
make  complaint  thereof  to  the  Board  of  Managers  of  this  Association,  or  to 
any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county'  in  which  such  child  is  so  indentured, 
or  to  the  Mayor,  Recorder,  or  Aldermen  of  any  city  in  which  such  child 
is  bound  to  service,  or  to  any  such  officer  who  shall  summon  the  parties 
before  him,  and  examine  into,  hear  and  determine  the  said  complaint;  and 
if,  upon  such  examination,  the  said  complaint  shall  appear  well  founded, 
such  officer  shall  by  certificate  under  his  hand,  discharge  such  child  from 
his  or  her  obligation  of  service,  and  restore  him  or  her  to  the  charge  and 
management  of  this  Association,  in  the  same  manner,  and  with  the  like 
powers  as  before  the  indenture  of  such  child. 

Sec  9.  Where  children  are  indentured,  the  guardian  may  be  required, 
after  said  children  have  attained  the  age  of  twelve  years,  to  place  annualb 
in  the  Treasury  of  the  ''Brooklyn  Industrial  School  Association  and  Home 
for  Destitute  Children,"  the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  which  shall  be  the  legal 
property  of  such  children.  If  a  girl,  the  aggregate,  making  sixty  dollars,  shall 
De  paid  to  her  when  she  has  attained  the  age  of  eighteen  years;  and  if  a  boy 
che  annual  payment,  making  ninety  dollars,  shall  be  paid  to  him  when 
twenty-one  years  of  age ;  these  respective  sums  shall  be  duly  credited  to  said 
children  upon  the  books  of  the  Association,  and  receipts  of  the  respective 
payments  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  guardian  for  safe  keeping. 
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Sec.  10.  The  Board  of  Managers  of  this  Association  shall  be  the 
guardians  of  every  child  indentured,  by  virtue  and  in  pursuance  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act.  They  shall  take  care  that  the  terms  of  the  contract  be 
faithfully  fulfilled,  and  that  such  ward  be  properly  treated;  and  it  is  hereby 
made  their  special  duty  to  inquire  into  the  treatment  of  every  such  child, 
and  redress  any  grievance  in  manner  prescribed  by  law,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  guardian  to  whom  any  such  child  shall  be  indentured,  and  he 
shall,  by  the  terms  of  the  indenture,  be  required  as  often  as  once  in  six 
months,  to  report  to  said  Board  of  Managers,  the  conduct  and  behavior  of 
the  said  apprentice,  and  anything  of  special  interest  pertaining  to  his  welfare. 

Sec.  11.     The  Legislature  may  at  any  time  alter  or  repeal  this  act. 

Sec.  12.     This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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Constitution  and   By-Laws 

OF   THE 

Brooklyn    Industrial    School    Association 

AND 

Home  for  Destitute  Children 

As  Amended  and  Adopted,  April,  1907. 


ARTICLE  I. 
This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  "Brooklyn  Industrial  School 
Association  and  Home  for  Destitute  Children/'  and  its  object  shall  be  to 
establish  and  support  Industrial  Schools,  and  to  maintain  a  Home  for  Desti- 
tute Children  in  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  in  accordance  with  the  Act  of  the 
Legislature  passed  April  15,  1857,  incorporating  said  Association. 

ARTICLE  II. 
Any  persons  contributing  one  dollar  or  more  annually  to  the  support  of 
this  Association  shall  be  a  member  thereof  and  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  on 
all  questions  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

ARTICLE  III. 
Any  person  may  become  a  Life  Member  of  the  Association  by  the  pay- 
ment of  one  hundred  dollars,  if  this  sum  be  given  for  that  purpose. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
Any  person  may  be  made  an  honorary  member  of  the  Association  by  vote 
of  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Corporate  Managers  in  consideration  of  great 
or  long-continued  service. 

ARTICLE  V. 
The  affairs  of  this  Association  shall  be  managed  by  a  Board  of  Corporate 
Managers,  consisting  of  nine  members,  in  accordance  with  the  Act  of  the 
Legislature  passed  April  15,  1857,  incorporating  this  Association. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

There  shall  also  be  a  Board  of  Associate  Managers,  there  being  as  many 
as  may  be  desired,  and  chosen  by  the  members  of  the  Association  at  its 
annual  meeting,  from  the  different  religious  denominations  in  Brooklyn,  and 
managers-at-large  (who  are  members  not  representing  any  church),  to  con- 
duct such  of  the  affairs  of  said  Association  as  may  be  delegated  to  the  Board 
of  Associate  Managers  by  the  Board  of  Corporate  Managers. 

The  officers  of  the  Board  of  Corporate  Managers  shall  consist  of  the 
President,  First,  Second  and  Third  Vice-Presidents.  Corresponding  Secretary, 
Recording  Secretary,  Assistant  Corresponding  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and 
Assistant  Treasurer. 

The  Board  of  Corporate  Managers  shall  be  elected  for  one  year  by 
ballot  cast  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  held  the  third  Tuesday 
of  April  in  each  year,  or  any  other  day  in  the  said  month  as  may  be  deter- 
mined at  the  meeting  held  in  the  previous  month. 
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At  the  time  said  Board  of  Corporate  Managers  is  elected  the  members 
of  the  Association  shall  also  elect  the  various  officers* for  the  ensuing  year 
from  said  Board  of  Corporate  Managers.  No  member  of  the  Association 
shall  become  an  officer  of  said  Association  unless  elected  a  member  of  the 
Board   of   Corporate   Managers. 

The  Board  of  Corporate  Managers  shall  have  power  to  select  from  the 
members  of  the  Association  to  fill  vacancies  during  the  year. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

The  Standing  Committees  shall  be  as  follows,  viz. :  an  Executive  Com- 
mittee ;  Finance  Committee ;  Auditing  Committee ;  Committee  on  Repairs ; 
Purchasing  Committee;  Committee  on  Investigating  Applications  for  the 
Admission  of  Children ;  Committee  for  Indenturing  Children ;  Nursery  Com- 
mittee ;  House  Committee ;  Hospital  Committee ;  Supervision  Committee ; 
Industrial  Educational  Committee  for  Girls ;  Industrial  Educational  Commit- 
tee for  Boys;  Music  Committee;  Kitchen  Garden  Committee;  Entertainment 
Committee ;  Examining  Committee  for  Schools ;  Detention-room  Committee ; 
School  Committee ;  Committee  for  Visiting  Schools ;  Managers'  Fund  Com- 
mittee; Sewing  Committee;  Credential  Committee;  Advisory  Board  Commit- 
tee ;  Committee  Acknowledging  Donations ;  Clothing  Committee ;  Teachers' 
Committee ;  Nominating  Committee ;  Table  Committee ;  Kindergarten 
Committee,  and  Laundry  Committee. 

These  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Corporate  Mana- 
gers for  the  year,  at  the  meeting  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  May. 

The  time  of  service  of  all  special  committees  shall  depend  on  the 
pleasure  of  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 
The   Executive   Committee   shall   be   composed   of  the    President,   Vice- 
Presidents,  Treasurers,  Secretaries  and  Chairmen  of  all  the  Standing  Commit- 
tees.    Two  additional   Managers  shall  be  appointed,  each  to  serve  for  two 
years  on  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  IX. 
The  Executive  Committee  shall  hold  its  sessions  on  the  first  Tuesday 
of  every  month,  from  the  adjournment  of  the  Managers'  meeting  until  3 
P.  M.,  and  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  every  month,  from  10.30  A.  M.  to  3 
P.  M.  This  Committee  shall  receive  all  applications  for  the  admission  of 
children  into  the  Home,  or  for  their  removal;  exercise  a  general  supervision 
over  the  management  of  the  Home  and  the  Schools,  attend  to  the  hiring  of 
all  persons  employed,  and  transact  any  business  of  importance  that  may 
require  immediate  attention.  The  action  of  this  Committee  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Board  of  Managers  at  their  regular  monthly  meeting  for 
approval  and  acceptance. 

ARTICLE  X. 
The  Finance  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  nine  members,  who  shall 
be  the  Board  of  Corporate  Managers,  and  may  be  called  by  the  President, 
Vice-Presidents  or  Treasurer.  This  Committee  shall  direct  the  investments, 
whether  temporary  or  permanent,  of  the  funds  of  the  Association,  and  look 
after  and  control  the  monetary  affairs.  All  claims  against  the  Association 
shall  be  presented  for  the  approval  of  this  Committee. 

ARTICLE  XL 
The  Auditing  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members. 
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ARTICLE  XII. 
The  Committee  on  Repairs  shall  consist  of  six  members,  who  shall  look 
after  the  condition  of  the  Home  and  School  buildings  and  direct  all  neces- 
sary repairs  and  alterations  by  and  with  consent  of  the  Board.  All  bills 
must  be  vouched  for  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee.  This  Committee 
shall  also  attend  to  all  such  other  matters  as  may  be  referred  to  it  by  the 
Board  of  Corporate  Managers. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

The  Purchasing  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  Supply  Committees, 
whose  duties  shall  be  to  purchase  all  articles  needed  at  the  Home  and 
Schools,  according  to  instructions  from  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  also 
attend  to  such  other  matters  as  may  be  referred  to  it  by  the  Board  of 
Corporate  Managers. 

The  Committee  shall  approve  all  bills  to  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 
The    Committee    on    Investigating   Applications    for    the   Admission    of 
Children   shall   consist   of   four   members,   and   shall   investigate   applications 
made  for  the  admission  of  children  into  the  Home  when  there  is  doubt  as 
to  whether  the  applicant  is  a  subject  for  this  charity. 

ARTICLE  XV. 
The  Committee  for  Indenturing  Children  shall  consist  of  two  members 
and  shall  receive  all  applications  for  placing  children  in  homes,  subject  to 
action  of  Executive  Committee.  The  "Agreement"  shall  be  filled  out  by 
this  Committee;  a  record  of  such  kept,  and,  when  necessary,  a  reminder  as 
to  time  for  annual  payment  sent  to  the  parties  to  whom  a  child  is  indentured. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 
The  Nursery  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  thirty-six   members   and 
shall  look  after  the  health,  food,  clothing  and  management  of  the  children 
in  the  Nursery  and  supervise  the  employes,  and  shall  attend  to  such  other 
matters  as  may  be  referred  to  it  by  the  Board  of  Corporate  Managers. 

ARTICLE  XVII. 
The  House  Committee  shall  inspect  the  state  and  management  of  the 
Home  twice  each  week,  and  shall  report  to  the  Board  of  Managers  at  the 
regular  meeting.  It  shall  consist  of  fifteen  members,  and  in  addition  to  its 
own  duties,  attend  to  such  other  matters  as  may  be  referred  to  it  by  the 
Board  of  Corporate  Managers. 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 
The  Hospital  Committee,  consisting  of  eleven  members,  shall  see  that 
the  hospital  has  proper  ventilation ;  that  it  is  properly  heated  and  kept  clean, 
and  that  in  sickness  there  are  suitable  nurses  provided,  and  that  they  faith- 
fully perform  their  duties.  This  Committee  shall  also  attend  to  such  other 
matters  as  may  be  referred  to  it  by  the  Board  of  Corporate  Managers. 

ARTICLE  XIX. 
The  Supervision  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  members  and  look 
after  and  select  the  caretakers,  have  general  supervision  over  the  employes 
who  have  care  of  the  children,  and  see  that  the  general  welfare  of  the  children 
is  advanced,  and  that  the  children  are  justly  dealt  with  and  kindly  treated. 
This  Committee  shall  also  attend  to  such  other  matters  as  may  be  referred 
to  it  by  the  Board  of  Corporate  Managers. 
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ARTICLE  XX. 
The  Industrial  Educational  Committee  for  Girls  shall  be  composed  oi 
six  members  and  supervise  the  instructions  given  the  girls  in  sewing,  cooking 
and  such  other  branches  of  industrial  work  as  may  be  considered  desirable 
by  the  Board.  It  shall  also  attend  to  such  other  matters  as  may  be  referred 
to  it  by  the  Board  of  Corporate  Managers. 

ARTICLE  XXI. 
The  Industrial  Educational  Committee  for  Boys  is  to  consist  of  seven 
members  and  it  shall  select  such  branches  of  work  as  may  be  considered 
useful  for  boys,  and  shall  procure  teachers  and  make  arrangements  for  the 
manual  training  of  the  boys  in  the  branches  of  work  selected  for  them  by 
the  Managers. 

ARTICLE  XXII. 
The  Music  Committee  is  to  consist  of  five  members  and  shall  arrange 
for  the  instruction  of  the  children  in  music,  and  see  that  singing  is  made 
one  of  the  regular  exercises  in  all  the  schools  throughout  the  year,  and  shall 
attend  to  such  other  matters  as  may  be  referred  to  it  by  the  Board  of 
Corporate  Managers. 

ARTICLE  XXIII. 
The  Kitchen  Garden  Committee  is  to  be  composed  of  fifteen  members 
and  shall  superintend  the  instruction  of  the  children  in  the  Kitchen  Garden 
exercises,  and  shall  either  teach  or  provide  teachers  for  the  classes  formed. 
The  Committee  shall  also  attend  to  such  other  matters  as  may  be  referred 
to  it  by  the  Board  of  Corporate  Managers. 

ARTICLE  XXIV. 
The  Entertainment  Committee  shall  consist  of  eighteen  members  and 
shall  receive  all  offers  of  entertainment  made  with  a  view  to  render  pecun- 
iary assistance ;  they  shall  also  arrange  for  such  entertainment  as  may  be 
accepted  by  the  vote  of  the  Board.  The  Committee  shall  also  attend  to  such 
other  matters  as  may  be  referred  to  it  by  the  Board  of  Corporate  Managers. 

ARTICLE  XXV. 
The  Examining  Committee  for  Schools  consisting  of  three  members, 
shall  visit  all  the  Schools  in  turn,  and  report  at  the  regular  meeting  of 
the  Board  the  progress  in  study.  The  Committee  shall  also  attend  to 
such  other  matters  as  may  be  referred  to  it  by  the  Board  of  Corporate 
Managers. 

ARTICLE  XXVI. 

The  Detention-Room  Committee,  consisting  of  two  members,  shall  see 
that  the  person  in  charge  is  the  proper  one  for  the  place,  and  that  the 
detention-rooms  are  kept  neat  and  tidy.  Such  arrangements  shall  be  made 
as  will  enforce  a  strict  quarantine  for  the  children  there  and  such  as  will 
effectually  guard  the  other  children  from  any  contagion  or  epidemic  that 
might  be  introduced  by  those  in  detention.  The  Committee  shall  also  attend 
to  such  other  matters  as  may  be  referred  to  it  by  the  Board  of  Corporate 
Managers. 

ARTICLE  XXVII. 

The  School  Committee  shall  in  turn  visit  the  schools  upon  the  stated 
days  for  which  they  have  pledged  their  attendance,  or  provide  a  substitute. 
The  School  Council  shall  supervise  the  management  of  the  Teachers  and 
Matrons,  assist  in  teaching  the  girls  to  sew,  and,  excepting  the  school  in 
the  Home    (School  No.   3).   shall  transact  all  business  connected  with  the 
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schools  which  they  represent,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers. The  Committee  is  also  subject  to  such  other  matters  as  may  be 
referred  to  it  by  the  Board  of  Corporate  Managers. 

ARTICLE  XXVIII. 
The  Committee  for  Visiting  Schools  shall  consist  of  twelve  members, 
who  are  to  visit  all  the  schools,  and  report  at  the  Regular  Meeting  of  the 
Board  the  neatness  and  behavior  of  the  children,  and  the  general  appearance 
of  the  school-room.  The  Committee  is  to  attend  to  such  other  matters  as 
the  Board  of  Corporate  Managers  may  desire  to  refer  to  it. 

ARTICLE  XXIX. 
The    Manager's    Fund    Committee,    consisting    of    two    members,    shall 
receive  voluntary  contributions  of  the  Managers.     This  Fund  may  be  used 
for  any  purpose  decided  upon  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 

ARTICLE  XXX. 
The  Credential  Committee,  consisting  of  three  members,  shall  inquire 
into  the  fitness  of  nominees  for  membership  as  Managers;  take  measures 
to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  occur  at  any  time  during  the  year,  and  make 
additions  when  required.  The  names  of  new  managers  shall  be  presented 
by  the  Chairman,  first  to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  then  presented  to 
the  Board  of  Managers  for  action  at  the  meeting  next  ensuing.  The  Com- 
mittee shall  also  attend  to  such  other  matters  as  may  be  referred  to  it  by 
the  Board  of  Corporate  Managers. 

ARTICLE  XXXI. 
The  Sewing  Committee  for  the  Home  and  Schools,  consisting  of  seven 
members,  shall  superintend  and  aid  in  the  cutting  and  making  of  clothing 
for  the  children.  They  shall  furnish  the  Purchasing  Committee  with  a  care- 
fully prepared  list  of  the  material  needed,  and  they  shall  be  responsible  for 
the  material  used.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  member  to  procure  an 
assistant  when  she  is  unable  to  do  the  share  of  the  work  assigned  to  her. 
The  Committee  shall  also  attend  to  such  other  matters  as  may  be  referred 
to  it  by  the  Board  of  Corporate  Managers. 

ARTICLE  XXXII. 
The   Advisory    Committee   shall  consist  of  men.     The  purpose  of  this 
Committee  is  to  give  advice  in  the  business  transactions  of  the  Association 
whenever  circumstances  may  require. 

ARTICLE  XXXIII. 
The  Committee  Acknowledging  Donations  shall  consist  of  two  members. 

ARTICLE  XXXIV. 
The  Home  Clothing  Committee,  consisting  of  three  members,  shall  have 
general  supervision  of  materials  required. 

ARTICLE  XXXV. 
The  Teachers'    Committee   shall   consist   of   seven    members,    who   shall 
receive   applications    from   teachers   and   pass   upon    their   qualifications    for 
these  positions.     The  Committee  is  to  attend  to  such  other  matters  as  may 
be  referred  to  it  by  the  Board  of  Corporate  Managers. 
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ARTICLE  XXXVI. 
The  Nominating  Committee  shall  prepare  and  submit  at  the  annual 
meeting  the  nominations  for  the  ensuing  year  and  the  Board  of  Corporate 
Managers  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  shall  also  nominate  the  officers  for  the 
ensuing  year,  all  of  said  officers  to  be  members  of  the  Board  of  Corporate 
Managers,  and  shall  consist  of  three  members. 

ARTICLE  XXXVII. 
The  Table  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  members. 

ARTICLE  XXXVIII. 
The  regular  meetings  of  the  Corporate  Managers  will  be  held  the  first 
Tuesday  of  each  month.     The  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Associate 
Managers  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  every  month  at  10.30  A.  M. 

ARTICLE  XXXIX. 
Five  members  of  Associate  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business,  but  not  less  than  nine  members  must  be  present  at 
the  amendment  of  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

ARTICLE  XL. 
All   meetings   shall   be   conducted   in   accordance   with   such    recognized 
authority  in  parliamentary  affairs  as  the  Board  of  Corporate  Managers  shall 
designate. 

ARTICLE  XLI. 
Special  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Corporate  Managers  or  the  Board  of 
Associate  Managers  may  be  called  by  the  President  and  in  her  absence  by 
one  of  the  Vice-Presidents  or  at  the  request  of  any  two  members  of  the 
Board. 

ARTICLE  XLII. 
The    schools    shall  *  be   numbered    in    the    order    of    their    establishment. 
Every  school  shall  be  under  the  care  of  a  Committee  of  Managers  and  shall 
be  conducted  as  nearly  as  possible  in  conformity  with  the  rules  of  the  Board 
of  Education  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn. 

ARTICLE  XLIII. 

Children  shall  not  be  indentured  or  adopted  in  the  City  of  Brooklyn, 
except  under  peculiarly  favorable  circumstances.  Children  under  three  years 
of  age  shall  not  be  received  into  the  nursery  unless  surrendered.  Children 
who  are  proper  subjects  for  the  public  schools  shall  not  be  admitted  into  the 
schools  of  the  Association. 

Children  who  can  read  and  write  and  who  are  old  enough  to  earn  a 
living  and  boys  over  ten  years  of  age  shall  not  be  considered  proper  sub- 
jects for  these  schools;  but  in  special  cases  such  may  be  admitted  by  a 
Vote  of  the  local  school  committee. 

Children  may  be  temporarily  received  into  the  schools  by  the  teachers, 
but  their  continuance  as  scholars  must  depend  upon  the  wishes  of  the  local 
school  committee. 

A  child  may  be  suspended  temporarily  by  the  teacher,  but  no  scholar 
shall  be  dismissed  or  expelled  except  by  vote  of  the  local  committee. 

ARTICLE  XLIV. 
Bills  shall  be  presented  for  payment  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  the  month 
at  the  Home,  after  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Board.

ARTICLE  XLV. 
Every  Associate  Manager  shall  collect  funds  from  the  Church  or  Society 
she  represents.  For  this  purpose  she  shall  obtain,  upon  application  to  the 
Treasurer,  a  book  bearing  the  stamp  of  the  Association  and  the  signature 
of  the  President  in  which  to  record  the  names  of  all  contributors,  and  the 
amounts  paid.  The  money  shall  be  given  to  the  Treasurer,  who  shall  write 
a  receipt  for  the  same  in  the  collection  book.  A  carefully  prepared  list  of 
the  contributions  shall  be  given  for  publication  to  the  Recording  Secretary 
at  the  Board  Meeting  preceding  the  Annual  Meeting. 

ARTICLE  XLVI. 
Presiding  Officer:  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  preserve 
order,  nominate  committees,  state  questions  for  decision  and  declare  the 
result.  When  the  meeting  is  equally  divided  on  any  question  she  shall  have 
the  casting  vote.  The  duties  of  the  President  shall,  in  the  case  of  her 
absence,  devolve  upon,  and  be  performed  by,  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents  in 
the  order  named.  They  shall  be  members  ex-officio  of  all  standing  com- 
mittees.    In  their  absence  a  Manager,  chosen  by  the  Board,  shall  preside. 

ARTICLE  XLVII. 
The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  take  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  of 
the    Executive    Committee,    attend    to    any    correspondence    connected    with 
these  meetings,  and  write  the  Annual  Report. 

ARTICLE  XL VIII. 
The  Recording  Secretary  should  give  due  notice  of  the  Annual  Meeting 
and  Special  Meetings.  She  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  proceedings  of  the 
regular  and  special  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  conduct  the  corre- 
spondence connected  therewith  and  attend  to  the  compilation  and  printing 
of  the  Annual  Report. 

ARTICLE  XLIX. 
The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  all  moneys  collected  or  received  for 
the  Association  and  pay  all  bills  properly  endorsed  as  correct  by  the  Auditing 
Committee,  by  one  of  the  Purchasing  Committee  and  by  Committee  on 
Repairs ;  report  at  the  monthly  meeting  the  amount  of  receipts  and  payments, 
and  at  the  annual  meeting  furnish  audited  accounts  of  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  the  preceding  year,  and  keep  a  record  of  the  names  of  all 
donors  and  subscribers. 

ARTICLE  L. 
Visitor. — A  Visitor  shall  be  employed  in  every  school,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  visit  in  the  families,  to  find  children  for  the  schools  and 
to  render  such  aid  to  their  parents  as  may  be  in  their  power.  She  shall 
call  upon  absentees  reported  to  her  by  the  Teacher,  report  monthly  to 
the  Board  of  Managers  in  writing  the  number  of  visits  she  has  paid 
during  the  month  and  give  an  account  of  the  children  and  families  she 
has  visited. 

ARTICLE  LI. 
There  shall  be  an  Historian. 

ARTICLE  LII. 
This  Constitution  and  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  meeting 
of   the   Board   of    Corporate   Managers,   provided   notice   of    such   proposed 
amendment  be  given  in  writing  at  the  previous  meetings.

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RULES  FOR  ADMISSION  OF  CHILDREN. 


The  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  are  held  on 
the  first  Tuesday  of  every  month  at  10.30  A.  M.,  at  the  'Home. 

The  executive  meetings  are  held  on  the  first'  Tuesday  of  the 
month  at  the  close  of  the  Managers'  meeting,  and  on  the  third  and 
fifth  Tuesdays  of  the  month  from  10.30  A.  M.  to  3  P.  M.  Children 
are  admitted  to  the  Home  at  the  meetings  of  the  Executive  Board. 
Application  to  take  them  out  of  the  Home  must  also  be  made  at 
these  meetings. 

In  cases  of  urgent  necessity  application  may  be  made  to  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Executive  Board  for  the  admission  or  dismissal  of  a 
child  subject  to  the  action  of  the  Board  at  the  next  meeting.  Chil- 
dren are  taken  on  charity,  or  on  partial  board,  when  the  investigat- 
ing committee  finds  that  their  friends  have  no  means  of  paying  their 
board.  As,  however,  the  regular  payment  of  board  does  not  pay  for 
the  expenses  of  clothing,  education  and  boarding  a  child,  all  who  are 
admitted  receive  from  the  association  a  share  of  their  support 
gratis. 

Children  placed  in  the  Home  by  the  Commissioners  of  Chari- 
ties are  known  as  County  Wards,  and  are  paid  for  from  the  county 
funds. 

Children  are  received  into  the  Home  when  sent  by  the  Society 
for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children,  and  provision  is  made 
for  them  by  that  Society.  The  second  Thursday  of  the  month  is  the 
day  appointed  for  the  visits  of  the  children's  parents  and  friends, 
from  2  to  4  P.  M.  and  6  to  8  P.  M.  The  children  wear  the  clothing 
supplied  by  the  association,  and  none  other  need  be  supplied  by 
their  friends.  The  only  exception  to  the  above  is  as  to  shoes  and 
stockings;  these  must  be  provided  by  their  friends.  A  supply  of 
shoes  and  stockings,  purchased  at  wholesale,  is  kept  in  reserve  at 
the  Home ;  these  the  parents  may  purchase  at  reduced  prices  should 
they  prefer  to  do  so. 

The  children  will  not  be  allowed  to  eat  cake,  candies  or  unripe 
fruit,  and  their  friends  are  asked  not  to  bring  these  articles,  on  these 
occasions. 
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No  formal  application  need  be  made  for  the  admission  of  chil- 
dren into  the  schools  of  the  Association.  All  may  attend,  and  are 
invited  to  do  so,  provided  they  cannot  attend  the  public  schools ;  this 
condition  only  is  insisted  upon.  The  test  for  admission  is  the  need 
of  food  and  clothing;  if  the  visitor  finds  that  the  parents  are  fully 
able  to  provide  these,  then  the  children  are  not  suitable  subjects  for 
the  Industrial  Schools,  and  they  must  be  withdrawn. 

A  warm  dinner  is  daily  supplied  for  the  children  at  the  noon 
recess.  During  holidays  and  vacations,  if  the  children  are  in  need 
of  food,  bread  will  be  supplied  for  them  upon  application  through 
the  teachers  to  the  Managers  on  the  School  Committee. 

The  Home  is  at  all  times  thrown  open  to  visitors,  except  on 
Saturdays  and  Sundays. 

Application  for  admission  of  orphans  or  half-orphans  are  re- 
ferred to  the  Orphan  Asylum  Society,  Atlantic  Avenue,  corner  of 
Kingston  Avenue,  unless  sufficient  reasons  are  given  why  the  rule 
should  not  be  enforced. 
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RULES  FOR  PLACING  CHILDREN  IN  HOMES 

Adopted  1897. 

Rule  1. — No  child  shall  be  indentured  before  reaching  the  age 
of  12  years,  except  in  special  cases,  and  then  only  by  vote  of  the 
Executive  Board. 

Rule  2. — Any  person  applying  for  a  child  will  be  required  to 
furnish  two  or  more  references  for  investigation;  if  these  prove 
satisfactory,  then  an  "agreement  for  three  months'  trial"  shall  be 
signed  by  the  applicant,  and  five  dollars  paid  at  the  time,  as  an 
equivalent  for  clothing  provided  for  the  child  on  going  out. 

Rule  3. — If,  after  the  expiration  of  three  months,  the  child 
proves  satisfactory,  notice  shall  be  sent  to  the  Indenture  Committee, 
and,  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Board,  an  Agreement,  to  be 
binding  until  the  child  attains  the  age  of  18  years,  shall  be  sent  for 
signature  to  those  who  have  taken  the  child;  this  Agreement,  bear- 
ing date  from  the  time  the  child  first  left  the  Home,  to  be  returned 
and  placed  on  file  at  the  Home — a  duplicate  signed  by  two  of  the 
Official  Board,  to  be  sent  to  the  parties  taking  the  child. 

Rule"  4. — An  annual  payment  of  Ten  Dollars  shall  be  made  by 
persons  taking  a  child,  until  he  or  she  reaches  the  age  of  16  years, 
when  Twelve  Dollars  shall  be  paid  till  the  boy  or  girl  has  attained 
the  age  of  18  years. 

Rule  5. — The  annual  payments  for  service  of  the  children  shall 
be  sent  to  the  treasurer  of  this  Association,  and  a  receipt  for  the 
same  returned  as  soon  as  possible  thereafter. 

Rule  6. — The  money  received  for  the  service  of  the  child  and 
placed  in  the  bank  shall  be  given  to  the  child  upon  attaining  the  age 
of  21  years,  and  the  child,  on  receiving  the  money,  shall  give  a 
receipt  for  the  same,  which  receipt  shall  be  placed  in  the  safe  at  the 
Home.
